GEOGRAPHICAL DEFINITIONS. 

Geographt means a description of the earth. A Map 
is a drawing or picture of the surface of the earth, or of 
a part of it. The top o{ sl map is north ; the hottom^ 
south; \\iQ right-hand side^tdiSi] the fe/i-Aawrf«i&, west. 

The surface of the earth consists of land and waier. 
The land consists of continents and islands ; — the watet*^ 
of oceans, seas, lakes, and rivers. 

A Continent is the greatest portion of land, nowhere 
entirely separated by water. A Country is a large tract 
of land known by a particular name. An Island is much 
smaller than a continent, and wholly surrounded by 
water. A Peninsula is a portion of land almost sur- 
rounded by water. 

An IsiJimus is a narrow portion of land, joining two 
larger portions together. A Cape^ Promontory j Pointy 
Head, Nazey Nessy or MvU^ is the extremity of a por- 
tion of land stretching into the sea. A Coast or Shore 
is that part of the land which borders on the sea. 

An Ocean is the largest division of salt water. A 
Sea is a smaller division than an ocean. A Bay and 
Chdf are parts of the sea running into the land, A 
^ait is a narrow passage of water joining two seas. 
A Lake is a collection of water surrounded by land. 
A Firth, Fi*ith, or Estvury is the widening of a river 
into an arm of the sea. A River is a considerable stream 
of water, running into the sea, or into another river.

The Eqtiator is the line that divides the map of the 
world into northern and southern hemispheres or halves. 
The Poles are ninety degrees on each side from the 
equator. Parallels of Latitude are the lines drawn from 
side to side of the map. 

The Tropic of Gancer is about twenty-three degrees 
and a half north from the equator ; and the Tropic of 
Oapricom^ the same distance south from it. The 
Arctic Circle is about twenty-three degrees and a half 
from the north pole; and jhe Antarctic^ the same 
distance from the south pole. 

These circles divide the globe into five portions or 
belts, called zones^ — viz. the torrid zone, the north and 
south temperate, and the north and south frigid zones. 
The Torrid Zone is between the tropics ; the N<yrth 
Temperate^ between the tropic of Cancer and the arctic 
circle ; the South TemperatCy between the tropic of Capri- 
corn and the antarctic circle ; the North Frigid, between 
the arctic circle and the north pole ; and the SotUh Frigid j 
between the antarctic circle and the south pole. 

Meridicms are the lines that pass from pole to pole 
through the equator. The meridian that passes through 
London or Greenwich is called the First Meridian. 

Longitude is the distance of a place east or west from 
the first meridian ; the greatest longitude is one hundred 
and eighty degrees. Latitvde is the distance of a place 
north or south from the equator : the greatest latitude 
is ninety degrees. On the map of the world, the degrees 
of latitude are marked on the circles that surround each 
hemisphere, and those of longitude on the equator. On 
the map of a particular country, the degrees of latitude 
are marked on the sides, and those of longitude at the 
top and bottom.

DIVISIONS OF THE WOELD. 

Continents. — Eu''rope,A'sia, Africa, North Amertca, 
South America The numerous islands in the Pacific 
Ocean, extending from Sumatra and Australia east 
to the Sandwich Islands and the Marquesas, and from 
the New Zealand group north to the tropic of Cancer, 
are classed together under the name of Ocean'ia. 

Oceans. — The Atlan'tic Ocean separates Europe and 
Africa from America ; the Pacific Ocean separates Asia 
and Australia from America; the In'dian Ocean is 
south of Asia, and extends from Africa to Australia ; 
the Northern or Arctic Ocean extends from the North 
of Europe, Asia, and America, to the north pole ; the 
Sovihem or Antarctic Ocean extends from the south of 
America, Africa, and Australia, to the south pole. 



EUEOPE 
Is bounded on the North by the Northern or Arctic 
Ocean ; On the West by the Atlantic Ocean ; on the 
South by the Mediterra'nean, the Archipel'^ago, the 
Sea of Marmora, the Black Sea, and Mount Cau'casus ; 
and on the East by the Cas'pian Sea, the river U''ral, 
and the Ural Mountains, 

CoUNTRiES.^England, Scotland, Ireland, Por'tugal, 
Spain, France, Swit'zerland, If aly, Turlcey, Eouma'nia,

— Lon'don, on the river 
Thames; lAA/erpool, on the Mer'sey; Man'chtst&r, on 
the Lowell; Bir'mingJiam, in the interior; Leeds, on 
the Aire; Bris'tol, on the A'von; Hull, on the Humber. 

Scotland. — Ed'inburgh, near the Firth of Forth; 
Olas^gow, on the Clyde ; Aberdeen', on the Dee ; 
Dwndeef, on the Firth of Tay ; Pais'ley, on the White 
Cart ; Oreen'ock^ on the Firth of Clyde. 

Ireland.— Dub'lin, on the lif'fey; Cork, at the 
mouth of the Lee ; Lim'erick, on the Shan'non ; BeU 
faslf, at the head of Carrickfer'gus Bay ; Wa'terford, at 
the mouth of the Suir ; GaVway, on Galway Bay. 

Portugal. — Lis'bon, on the Ta'gus, almost de- 
stroyed by an earthquake in 1755; Opor^to, on the 
Dou'ro, noted for its trade in port-wine ; Coimfhra, on 
the Monde^'go, famous for its university. 

Spain. — Madrid', on the Manzana'res; Seville', in 
the south-west, on the Guadalquiv'er; Bareelo'na, in the 
north-east, on the coast of the Mediterranean; Valen'da, 
on the east coast, at the mouth of the Guadala'viar ; 
Cad'iz, a principal seaport of Spain, in the south-west, 
on the Isle of Le'on; Gran'ada, in the south, the ancient 
capital of the Moorish kings ; CKbraVtar, in the south, 
a remarkably strong fortress, belonging to Britain. 

France. — Par'is, on the Seine, next to London, the 
largest city in Europe, capitulated to the Germans, 
28th January 1871, having been invested for 152 
days. Ly'ons, at the junction of the Ehone and 
Saone, noted for its silk manufactures; Marseilles'^ 
on the coast of the Mediterranean; Rouevf, on the 
Seine ; NarUes, in the west, on the Loire' ; Bordeauaf,

in the south-west, on the Garonne' ; Lille, in the north, 
on the Deule ; Gherlourg and Brest, on the west coast, 
and Toulonf, on the Mediterranean, the chief stations 
for the French navy. 

Switzerland. — Berne, on the Aar ; Oenefva, at the 
western extremity of the Lake of Geneva ; Basle, on the 
Ehine ; Lausarmef, on the north of the Lake of Geneva ; 
Zvfrich, on the northern extremity of the Lake of Zurich. 

Italy. — ^Eome, on the TiT)er, the capital of Italy 
and seat of the Pope, contains some of the finest build- 
ings, ancient and modern, of any city ia the world ; 
Na'jples, on the west coast, the largest city in Italy; 
Paler'mo, on the north, and Messi'na, on the north- 
east coast of Si'cily ; MiVan, between the rivers Ad'da 
and Tici^no ; Ven'ice, in the north-east, on the coast of 
the Gulf of Venice, is built on a great number of 
islands ; Gen'oa, on the Gulf of Genoa ; Flor'ence, on 
the Ar'no ; Turin', in the north-west, on the Po. 

Turkey in Europe. — Constantino'ple, the capital 
of the Turkish Empire, on the Strait of Constantinople ; 
Adriano'ple, on the Marit'za; Saloni'ca, on the coast 
of the gulf of the same name. 

EouMAiWA, Servia, and Montenegro. — Bv/charest, 
on the Dembrowit'za, is the capital of Eoumania; 
Belgrade^, chief town of Servia, at the confluence of 
the Danube and the Save; Gd'tinge, principal place 
in Montenegro, in an elevated valley. 

Greece. — ^Ath'ens, near the guK of Egi^na, the most 
celebrated city of ancient Greece, still contains several 
interesting buildings of antiquity ; Tripolifza, near the 
centre of the More^a; Missolon'ghi, on the Gulf of 
Lepan^'to, where Lord Byron the poet died ; Patras\ in 
the north-west of the Morea, on the coast ; Corfu', on 
an island of the same name, near the coast of Albania.

Austria. — Vien'na, the capital of the Austrian 
empire, on the Dan^abe ; Prague^ in the north, on the 
Moldau^; Pesih^ on the Danube, opposite to Bu'da; 
Pres^burg^ on the Danube ; Trieste^ ^ on the north of the 
Gulf of Venice. 

German Empire. — 1. Prussia: Berlin', on the 
Spree ; Kon'igshergy in the north-east, on the Pre'gel ; 
Danfzicy on the Vis'tula ; Bres'lau, in the south-east, 
on the Cder ; Ma^ieburg^ on the Elbe ; Handover ^ on 
the Leine; Cologne'' j on the Rhine; Aix-la-Chapellef^ 
west from Cologne; Frarikfforty on the Maine. 2. 
Minor German States : Hamburg, on the Elbe, the 
largest commercial city in Germany ; Dres'den, on the 
Elbe ; Mu'ntchj on the Tser ; Bremen, on the We'ser ;

Belgium. — Brus'sels, on the Senne, noted for its 
lace and carpets; Anfwerpj on the Scheldt, the resi- 
dence of Rubens, the famous painter; Ohent^ at the 
junction of the Scheldt and Lys ; Liege' j on the Maese ; 
Brufges, in the west; Louvain'y on the Dyle. Near 
Brussels is the field of Waterloo. 

Holland or the Netherlands. — Am'sterdam, 
built on piles of wood driven into the ground, is situated 
on the Am'stel, and, for its commerce, is one of the 
principal cities in Europe ; Rotfterdamy on the Maese, 
noted as the birthplace of the learned Erasmus ; the 
Hague, near the west coast ; Ley'den, on the Old Rhine, 
famous for its university and learned men ; Utrecht, far- 
ther east, on the Old Rhine; Haar'lem, where the Dutch 
assert that the art of printing was invented by Laurence 
Coster ; Chon'ingen, in the north, on the Hunse. 

Denmark. — Oopenha'gen, on the east coast of Zea'- 
land ; Ehtnore', on the narrowest part of the Sound ;

Odemte^, in the island of Funen; AaVborg, in the 
north, on the south shore of Lyme^fiord. 

Norway.— Christia'nu, in the south, on Christia- 
nia Bay ; Be/ gen, a very flourishing commercial town, 
is situated on the west coast; FrecPericksJiall, in the 
south, at the siege of which Charles the Twelfth of 
Sweden was killed ; Drcm^theim, on the west coast. 

Sweden. — Stook^holm stands on several islands at 
the junction of Lake Mae'lar with the Bartio ; Ooiften- 
bu/rg, in the south-west, on the coast of the Cat'tegat ; 
CarlscTo'nay in the south-east, on the coast of the Baltic; 
Uj/scU, north from Stockholm, noted for its university. 

Kussu. — St PE'TERSBURa, founded by Peter the 
Great, on the Ne'va ; MosCcow, near the centre, on the 
Mosk'wa; Archan^gd, in the north, on the Northern 
Dwi'na; Cron'stadt, west from St Petersburg, on the 
island Eetusa'ri, — its harbour is the principal station of 
the Bussian fleet ; Ri'ga, in the west, on the southern 
Dwina; IFtr»a,inthewest,ontheWilna; T^'to, south 
from Moscow, noted for its iron manufactures ; Kiev or 
Kiovfy on the Dnie'per ; Odes^sa, near the mouth of the 
Dnies'ter ; Che^son, at the mouth of the Dnieper, where 
Howard the philanthropist died; Astracan', on the 
Wo?ga. 

Seas and Gulfs. — ^The Mediterra^nean Sea, between 
Europe and Africa ; the Chdf of Li^ons, south of France ; 
the Ghilf of Gen^oa, north-west of Italy ; the Ghdf of 
Ven'ice, between Italy and Turkey ; the Archipel^ago, 
between Greece and Turkey in Asia ; the Black Sea, 
between Russia and Turkey in Asia ; the Sea of Mar"- 
mora, between the Black Sea and the Archipelago ; the 
Sea of As^oph, north of the Black Sea; the Bay of 
Biscay, west of Prance. 

The English Channel, between England and Prance ;

St Georges Channel, between Wales and Ireland ; the 
Irish Sea, between England and Ireland; the North 
Channel, between Scptland and Ireland ; the North Sea 
or Oerman Ocean, between Great Britain and the 
Continent.

EiVERS. — ^The WoVga, the largest river in Europe, 
flows east through Eussia, then south, and again takes 
an easterly course, and falls by seventy mouths into 
the Cas pian Sea ; the Dnie^per, in Eussia, flows south 
into the Black Sea ; the Dan'ube rises in the south-west 
of Germany, flows east through Germany, Austria, and 
Turkey, into the Black Sea ; the Vistula runs north

through Po^Iand and Prussia into the Baltic ; the Elbe 
flows north-west through Austria, Saxony, and Prussia 
into the North Siea, 

The Bhine, from Switzerland, flows north through 
Germany, Prussia, and Holland into the North Sea; 
the Loire, in France, flows north-west into the Bay of 
Biscay; theBJume rises in Switzerland, flows south-west, 
then south, through France, and falls into the Gulf of 
lions; the Po, in the north of Italy, flows eastward into 
the Gulf of Venice ; the H'bro flows south-east through 
Spain into the Mediterranean ; the Ta'gus runs south- 
west through Spain and Portugal, and falls into the 
Atlantic ; the Thames, in the south of England, flows 
eastward into the North Sea. 

Lakes. — Lake Lado'ga, Lake OiMfga, and Lake 
Pefipus, in the west of Eussia ; Lake Wen'er and Lake 
Wdfter, in the south of Sweden; the Lake of Ccm'stawx, 
in the north-east, and the Lake of Gene'va, in the 
south-west of Switzerland.

Is bounded on the North by the Northern or Arctic 
Ocean; on the West by Europe, the Black Sea, the 
Archipelago, the Levant", the Isthmus of Su'ez, and 
the Red Sea ; on the South by the Indian Ocean ; and 
on the East by the Pacific Ocean. 

Countries.— Turkey in Asia; Ara'bia; Per'sia; 
Afghanistan'; Beloochistan' ; In'dia; Eastern Penin'- 
sula, embracing Annam', Bur'ma, and Siam' ; Chinese 
Empire, embracing Tibet', Mongo'lia, Mandchoo'ria, 
and Eastern Turkestan' ; Western Turkestan ; Asiatic 
Eussia; Core'a; Japan'. 

Chief Towns in Turkey in Asia. — Alep'po, at a 
considerable distance east from the coast of the Levant; 
Damascus, southward; Smyr'na, on the coast of the 
Archipelago; Jeru'salem, so celebrated in the Holy 
Scriptures, in the south-west near the Jor'dan. 
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Arabu. — Meo'oa, the birthplace of Mohammed, the 
impostor, and Medi'na, the place where he was buried, 
both a little east from the Red Sea ; Mo'cha, noted for 
its excellent coffee, is situated in the south-west on 
the coast of the Eed Sea. 

Persia. — Teheran', in the north; Ispahan', the 
former capital, south from Teheran ; Shira:^, east from 
the Persian Gulf. 

Afghanistan or Cabul. — Cabul, on the Cabul; 
Gandahaf'y on the Ur'ghundab; Koon'dooz, near the 
northern frontier. 

BELOOcmsTAN. — Kelaf, in the north. 

Indu. — CALOur'TA, the capital of British India, 
on the Hoogly, the western branch of the Gan'ges ; 
Madras, on the south-east coast; Bomhay', on the 
west coast, on an island of the same name ; Bena'res, 
the chief seat of learning among the Brahmins, on the 
Ganges ; and Pafna, a little further down on the same 
river ; Delphi, the former capital of India, in the north, 
on the Jum'nah. 

Eastern Peninsula. — Mandalay' and A'va, near 
the Irrawa'dy ; Malacfca, in the south, on the Strait 
of Malacca ; 5W, on the east coast ; Bangoovf, on the 
eastern branch of the Irrawady, taken by the British 
in 1824 

China. — Pekin', in the north-east; Nankin', in the 
east, on the Kianku' ; Canton', in the south, on the Ta 
or Choo-Kiang' ; Ning-po'^ in the east. 

Tibet, Mongolia, and Mandchooria, portions of 
the Chinese Empire. — Las'sa, in the south, near the 
Sanpoo"; Our'ga, on the Tula; Mouk'den or Chin- 
Yang', in the south. 

Eastern Turkestan, also part of the Chinese 
Empire. — ^Yarkand' and Gash'gar, in the west. 
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Western Tubkbstan. — Bokha'ea, near the Zer- 
afchan ; KMfva, near the Gilion.

— Oar'lisle, on the E'den, with a castle 
and cathedral; PeWrith, in the vale of Inglewood 
Forest; Ke^wicky on Derwentwater ; Whiteha^ven, on 
the coast ; WorVington, north from Whitehaven, at the 
mouth of the Der'went ; SiVloth, north from Working- 
ton, on the SolVay FritL 

Westmorland. — Aj/pleby, on the Eden; Ken'dal, 
on the Ken. 

Durham. — Dwr^ham, on the Wear ; Darlingtony near 
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the Tees ; Stockfton, east from Darlington, on the Tees ; 
HarVlepool, on the coast, at the mouth of the Tees ; 
Sun'derland. at the mouth of the Wear, noted for its 
shipbuilding ; SoiUh Shields, at the mouth of the Tyne ; 
Oatesfheady on the Tyne, opposite Newcastle. 

ToRKSHiRE. — York, on the Ouse, with a beautiful 
cathedral; Ear^rogate, north-west from York, noted for 
its mineral waters; Bip^m, on the Ure, with a fine 
cathedral ; Brad'ford and Leeds, on the Aire, famous for 
their woollen manufactures ; Eal'ifax and Wdkefjkld 
on the Cal'der ; Hud'dersfield, south-east from Halifax, 
one of the principal seats of the woollen manufacture in 
England; Bam^ley, south from Wakefield, with large 
coal works and iron foundries ; Sheffield, in the south, 
on the Don, celebrated for its cutlery and plated goods ; 
Don'cdster, on the Don, noted for its horse-races ; Hull, 
at the junction of the Hull and HumT)er, an important 
seaport ; Beverley, 9 miles north-west from Hull, the 
principal town in the East Eiding; Scar'horough, on 
the coast; Whit'by, north from Scarborough, on the 
coast, celebrated for its jet; Mid'dUsborough, north- 
west from Whitby, on the Tees, the centre and port of 
the Cleveland iron district ; NorthaVlerton, south-west 
from Middlesborough, near which is Standard Hill, 
where the battle of the Standard was fought, in 1138, 
between the Scotch and English. 

Lancashire. — Lan' caster, on the Lune ; Bav^ raw-in- 
Fur'Tvess, on Morecambe Bay, noted for its rapid growth 
and extension; Pre^fton, on the Eibl3le, where the 
Jacobite insurgents surrendered in the year 1715; 
Blackfbum, east from Preston ; Bury, south-east from 
Blackburn ; BoVton and Wi^an, south-west from Bury ; 
IMerpool, at the mouth of the Mer'sey, the second 
seaport in the kingdom ; St EeVens, on a branch of the 
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Mersey, north-east from Liverpool, with large glass- 
works ; War^rington, on the Mersey ; Man' Chester and 
SaVfordy on the Ir'well, the centre of the cotton manu- 
facture in England ; Acfcrington, north-west from Man- 
chester, with extensive cotton-printing establishments ; 
Ash/ton-wndeT'LyTie, east from Manchester; Oldfham, 
north-east from Manchester; Bochfdale, north from 
Oldham ; Bumf ley, north-east from Blackburn. 

Cheshire. — Ches'ter, on the Dee ; Cong'leton, on the 
Dane ; Mac'clesjieldy on the Bollin, with manufactures 
of silk and cotton fabrics ; Stockfporty on the Mersey, 
on the borders of Lancashire; BirVenhead, on the 
Mersey, opposite Liverpool, a modem town, with ex- 
tensive docks and shipbuilding yards. 

Derbyshire. — Der'lyy on the DerVent ; Mai/lock, on 
the Derwent, celebrated for its medicinal springs and 
the beauty of its scenery ; Ghe^terfieldy in the north- 
east; Bvafton, north-west from Matlock, well-known 
for its mineral waters. 

Nottinghamshire. — NotftingTiam,OTL the Trent, noted 
for its hosiery; Nev/arky farther down on the same river; 
Man^fieldy in the west, on the borders of Sher'wood 
Forest, famous for the adventures of Eobin Hood; 
East Bet'fordy on the Idle. 

Lincolnshire. — lAmfcolny on the With'am, with a 
fine Gothic cathedral, in which is a large bell called 
"Tom of Lincoln;'* Oain^horoughy on the Trent j 
Grarvlfhamy in the west, on the Witham ; Bosftoriy near 
the mouth of the Witham ; Staw/fordy in the south, on 
the Welland ; Oreat Grimsby y on the Humber, with 
extensive docks and yards for shipbuilding. 

EuTLANDSHiRE. — Ookfhamy in the north-west; Up'- 
pinghamy in the south. 

LEICESTERSHIRE. — Leicester and Zotcgh/boraughy on 
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the Soar, famous for their hosiery manufactures ; 
Mar'ket Har^orough, on the Welland ; Met ton Mow'- 
Iray, on the Eye, the centre of the district where most 
of the famous Stilton cheese is made. 

Staffordshire. — Stafford, on the Sow, the birth- 
place of Izaak Walton, with extensive manufactures of 
boots, shoes, and leather ; Wolverhamp'ton and BiVston, 
in the south-west, noted for their hardware ; WaVsalU 
on an eminence rising from the river Walsall, a tribu- 
tary of the Tame, noted for its manufacture of saddlers' 
ironmongery, and for its extensive coal and lime 
works; Tam/worth, at the junction of the Tame and 
Anker ; Lich/field, the birthplace of Dr Samuel Johnson 
and Bishop Newton ; Bur'ton-on- Trent, celebrated for 
its ale ; StoJce-upon-Trent, Bursal em, Ran' ley, and New- 
ca^tle-under-Lyne, are situated in the district known 
as The Potteries, where most of the English porcelain 
and earthenware is produced. 

Shropshire or Salop. — Shrewslmry, on the Sev'em, 
a place of considerable antiquity, near which the 
famous battle of Shrewsbury was fought in 1403; 
Lvjd/low, in the south, on the Teme; Bridgenorth, 
on the Severn. 

Herefordshire. — Eerefford, on the Wye ; Leomin- 
ster (Lem'ster), north from Hereford, on the Lugg; 
Boss, on the Wye, the native town of John Kyrle, 
Pope's "Man of Eoss." 

Worcestershire. — Woreester, on the Severn; Kid'- 
derminster, north from Worcester, noted for its carpet 
manufactures; Dud'ley, in the extreme north of the 
county; Oreojt MaVvem, south-west from Worcester, 
noted for its mineral springs. 

Warwickshire. — War^wick, on the AVon; Strojlf- 
f(yrd, farther down the river, where Shakspeare was

bom ; Leaimfington, east from Warwick, a well-known 
watering-place ; CcyifeTdry, north from Warwick, noted 
for its manufactures of watches and ribbons ; Rug^, 
east from Coventry, with a celebrated public school ; 
Bir^mingham, on the borders of Staffordshire, famous 
for its hardware. 

Northamptonshire. — Northamp'ton, on the Nen; 
Pe'terborough, in the north, on the Nen ; south-west of 
which, on the same river, stood Foth'eringay Castle, 
where Mary Queen of Scots was beheaded. 

Huntingdonshire. — HwnJtfmgA<m, on the Great 
Ouse, the birthplace of Oliver Cromwell ; St Ne'ots, and 
St Ives, both on the same river. 

Cambridgeshire. — Camlrndge, on the Cam, with 
a famous university ; E'ly, on the Great Ouse ; New- 
mar'ket, in the east, noted for its horse-races. 

Norfolk — Nor^mch, on the Wensum, a tributary 
of the Yare, noted for the manufacture of crape ; Yar"- 
mouth, at the mouth of the Yare, the principal seat of 
the English herring fishery; Lynn Be'gis or King's 
Lynn, near the mouth of the Great Ouse. 

Suffolk. — Ipswich, on the Or'well, the birthplace 
of Cardinal Wolsey ; Byfry-St'Ed/munds, on the Larke ; 
Lowe'stoft, the most easterly point of England. 

Essex. — Chdrn^ford, on the Chel'mer; GoVchester, 
on the Colne ; Har^wich, in the north-east, on the coast, 
a favourite place for sea-bathing. 

Hertfordshire. — Eert'ford, on the Lea, with a large 
corn-market ; Ware, farther down on the same river ; 
St AVhans, on the Ver. 

Bedfordshire. — Bedfford, on the Great Ouse; 
Dum'tcibU, in the south ; Lu'ton, on the Lea, noted for 
the manufacture of straw hats. 

Buckinghamshire. — BvAikfingham, on the Great 
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Ouse; E'tony on the Thames, opposite to Wind'sor, 
celebrated for its public school or college. 

Oxfordshire. — Oocfford, on the Thames, with a very 
celebrated university; Em'ley, in the south, on the 
Thames ; Wifney, north-west from Oxford, famous for 
its blankets ; Ban'hv/ry, in the north, on the CherVell. 

Gloucestershire. — QloucesUr, on the Severn, with 
a fine cathedral; Tewkes^huryy on the Severn, north- 
east from Gloucester, near which was fought, in 1471, 
a decisive battle between the houses of York and 
Lancaster ; Chelifenham, north-east of Gloucester, much 
frequented for its mineral waters ; Bris^tol, an important 
commercial city, partly in Somersetshire, on the Avon; 
Stroudy on the Slade. 

Monmouthshire. — Mortf mouth and Chep'stow, on the 
Wye ; Neu/port, near the mouth of the Usk, with large 
docks and an extensive export trade in coal and iron. 

Somersetshire. — Bath, on the Avon, a large and 
beautiful city, celebrated for its medicinal waters; 
WellSy south-west of Bath ; Bridge'water, on the Parret; 
Tavmfton, south-west from Bridgewater, on the Tone. 

Wiltshire. — Sal'ishiry, on the Avon, with a fine 
cathedral ; Wirton, on the Willy ; Trov/hridge, in the 
west. 

Berkshire. — BeadHng, at the junction of the Thames 
and Ken^'net ; Wind'sor, farther down, on the Thames, 
with a magnificent castle, a favourite residence of the 
sovereigns of England. 

Middlesex. — Lon'don, on the Thames, the capital 
of the British Empire, the largest, the most wealthy, the 
most commercial, and the most populous city in the 
world ; Brent' ford, higher up, on the Thames. 

Surrey. — Ouild'ford, on the Wey ; Farvfham^ on the 
Wey, the birthplace of William Cobbett, and noted 
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for its hop-gardens ; King'ston, on the Thames ; CVo^- 
. don, in the east of the county. 

Kent. — Maid/ stones Bo> Chester, and Chatfham, on 
the Med'way ; Can't&tbwry, on the Stonr, the seat of an 
archbishop who is primate of all England ; Depfford, 
Oreen'wick (famous for its Royal Observatory, through 
which the first meridian passes), WooVvnch, and Graves'' 
end, all on the Thames; Tun'bridge Wells, bordering 
on Sussex, a celebrated watering-place ; D</ver, on the 
coast, the nearest port to France; Deal, north from 
Dover, on the coast ; Bams^gate and Mar'gaie, in the 
Isle of Than'et. 

Sussex. — Lev/es, on the Ouse; Chi'chester, in the 
south-west ; Brighton, on the coast, a favourite resort 
for sea-bathing ; Ea'stings, on the coast, where Harold 
the Second was defeated and slain by William the 
Conqueror. 

Hampshibe. — Wirif Chester, on the It'chen, famous 
for its public school and fine cathedral ; AVdershot, in 
the north-east, a noted military town and camp; 
Southamp'ton, at the mouth of the Itchen, the birth- 
place of Dr Isaac Watts; PorUfrfumth, on Port'sea 
Island, the principal station for the British navy. 

Dorsetshire. — Dor'chester, on the Frome; Wey"- 
mouth and Poole, on the coast; Shaftesbwry, in the north. 

Devonshire. — Eoieter, on the Exe, has a magnificent 
cathedral; Teign'mouth,on the Teme, one of the principal 
watering-places on the south-west coast of England; 
Torquay', on the coast, much resorted to by invalids, 
on account of its mild climate ; Darif mouth, south-west 
from Torquay; Plym'ovih, on the coast, the second 
station in England for ships of war ; Deifonport, adjoin- 
ing Plymouth, has the largest dockyard in the king- 
dom ; Taxfistock, north from Devonport, the birthplace 
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of Sir Francis Drake, the celebrated navigator ; Barvr 
sta'ple, on the Taw ; Hon'iton, north-east from Exeter, 
noted for its lace. 

Cornwall. — Latmceston (Lan'ston), on the Aftery, 
near its junction with the Ta^mar; Tru'ro, near the 
coast, in the neighbourhood of extensive tin-mines; 
FaVmouth and Penzartce^ on the coast ; St Ives, north 
from Penzance, with an extensive pilchard fishery.

Montgomeryshire. — Montgom/ery, near the Severn ; 
WelshpooV, farther down, near the Severn. 

Eadnorshire. — New Bad'nor, on the Som'ergill ; 
Presteigne', on the Lugg. 

Cardiganshire. — Car'digan, on the Tei'vy; Aberys^- 
wythy at the mouth of the Yst^wyth. 
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Bbeoknockohire. — Brecknock or Bre&on, on the 
Usk ; Builth and ffay, on the Wye. 

Glamoboanshire. — Car'diff and ZaTidaff', both on 
the Taflf ; Mer'thyr Tyd'vil, the largest town in Wales, 
with extensive iron-works, in the north-east of the 
county, on the Taff ; Bwwnfsea^ on the south-west coast. 

Carmarthenshire. — Garmar'thm, on the ToVy; 
KidweVly and LlaneVly, on the coast. 

Pembrokeshire. — Pem'hrokey on MU'ford Haven; 
Haverfordwest (Har'fordwest), on the Western Cleddau 
(Cleihai) ; St David* s, near the west coast.

Roly Island or Lin'disfame and the Fern Islands, on 
the north-east of Northumberland.

The BWhU. from Yorkshire, flows through Lancashire 
into the Irish, Sea; the Mer'sey separates Lancashire from 
Cheshire, and falls into the Irish Sea ; the Dee rises in 
Merionethshire, flows through Denbighshire, then sep- 
arates that county from Cheshire, and faUs into the Irish 
Sea; the Sex^ern rises in Montgomeryshire, passes, by a 
circuitous course, through that coilnty, Shropshire, Wor- 
cestershire, and Gloucestershire, and falls into the Bris- 
tol Channel ; the Wye, from Montgomeryshire, separates 
Eadnorshire from Brecknockshire, flows through Here- 
fordshire, divides Monmouthshire from Gloucestershire, 
and faUs into the mouth of the Severn. 

The Trervt rises in the north of Staffordshire, flows 
through Derbyshire, Nottinghamshire, and Lincolnshire, 
and unites with the Oiise to form the Hwmfler ; the 
With' am, in Lincolnshire, faUs into the Wash ; the JFer- 
/aTwi separates Northamptonshire from Eutlandshire, and 
passes through Lincoln into the Wash ; the Nen flows 
through Northamptonshire, separates that county from 
Cambridgeshire and Lincolnshire, and faUs into the 
Wash ; the Orea;t Chise rises in the south of Northamp- 
tonshire, passes, in a north-east direction, through the 
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counties of Buckingham, Bedford, Huntingdon, Cam- 
bridge, and KTorfolk, and falls into the WasL 

The Thames, the largest river in England, rises in 
Gloucestershire, flows eastward between Berks, Surrey, 
and Kent, on the south, and Oxfordshire, Buckingham- 
shire, Middlesex, and Essex, on the north, and falls 
into the North Sea, fifty-six miles east of London; 
the Medfway, in Kent, falls into the mouth of the 
Thames; the Ifchen and Test, in Hampshire; the 
A'von, in Wiltshire and Hampshire ; and the Exe, in 
Devonshire, flow south into the English Channel. 

Lakes. — Der'went Water or Kesfvnck Lake, in Cum- 
berland; TJlWwater, between Cumberland and West- 
morland; Win'dermere, between Westmorland and 
Lancashire ; Wiiftleseamere, in Huntingdon.

— Inverness^ y the chief town in the 
Highlands, at the mouth of the Ness, five miles east from 
Cullo'den Moor, where Prince Charles Stewart was 
totally defeated by the Duke of Cumberland, in April 
1746; Foii GeorgCy in the north-east, on the Mor'ay 
Firth; Fort Augustus, at the southern extremity of 
Loch Ness ; Fort William, in the south, on Loch EiL 

Argyllshire. — Invera'ray, on Loch Fyne; Canyp'- 
bclton, in the south, on the coast ; (/ban on the west 
coast. 

Nairnshire. — Nairn, on the coast, at the mouth of 
the Nairn. 

Elginshire or Moray. — El'gin, on the Los'sie, noted 
for the ruins of its cathedral ; For'rea, near the Findliom. 

Banffshire. — Banff, at the mouth of the DeVeron ; 
Partsoj/" and Oullen, westward, on the coast. 

Aberdeenshire. — Aberdeen', a large seaport, with a 
university, and the remains of a cathedral ; Peterhead 
and Frciseffbwrgli, on the coast. 

Kincardineshire or the Mearns. — Ber^vie and 
Stonehc^ven, on the coast 

FoRPARskiRE or Angus. — Forfar, near the centre of 
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the county, in the valley of Strathmore' ; Dundee^ j on 
the Firth of Tay, with large manufactures of linen; 
Montroaef and Arbroath' ^ on the coast ; Brefchm^ on the 
South Esk. 

Perthshibe. — Perthj on the Tay; Scone (Scoon), 
near Perth, noted for its abbey, where the kings of 
Scotland were crowned; Dunkeldty higher up on the 
Tay ; Orieffj on the Earn ; Dunblane' y in the south, on 
the Allan, formerly much frequented for its mineral 
waters : near this town is Sheriffinoor, where a battle 
was fought between the King's troops and the Jacobite 
insurgents in 1715, 

Fife. — Oa'par^ on the E'den; FaXkfland^ westward, 
with the remains of a royal palace ; 8t An'drewSj on 
the east coast, with the oldest university in Scotland ; 
Brfsarty KirkoaVdyy Kmghomty BumtPslandj and In- 
^erkeXtking^ on the Firth of Forth ; DunfermfUne^ 
inland, in the west of the county, celebrated for its 
manufacture of table-linen : here are the remains of an 
abbey where many of the Scotch kings were buried. 

KiNEOSS-SHiRE. — Kinros^^ on Loch Le'ven. 

Clackmannanshibe. — Chcknwn'nanj near the 
Forth; Afloa^ on the Forth. 

Stirlinoshire. — Stfif^ling, on the Forth, with a castle 

which was a favourite residence of the kings of Scotland : 

— ^two miles south of Stirling is Ban^nocJcbum^ where the 

English, under Edward the Second, were totally defeated 

by the Scots, commanded by King Kobert Bruce, on 

the 24th of June 1314 ; Fal'hirhj in the east, where 

great cattle-markets, called Trysts^ are held : near it is 

CarWon^ with extensive iron-works ; Orangemouth'j at the 

junction of the Forth and Clyde Canal with the Caxron. 

LiNLiTHaowSHiRE or West Lothtan. — Ltnliihfgow^ 
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with the ruins of a royal palace, in which Queen Mary 
was bom; Borrowatovmnesa'y or Bd'ness'j and Queens- 
feff^ry^ on the Firth of Forth. 

Edinburghshire or Mid-Lothian. — ^Edinburgh, 
near the Firth of Forth, the capital of Scotland, famous 
for its elegant buildings, its beautifiil situation, and 
its celebrated university ; iei%, on the Firth of Forth, 
the port of Edinburgh; P(yrU>heVlo and Mu^seUmrgh^ 
east from Edinburgh, on the Firth of Forth ; DaVJcdthj 
on the Esk. 

Haddingtonshire or East Lothian. — Ha^dingum^ 
on the Tyne, the birthplace of John Knox, the famous 
Scottish reformer; Buribar^ and Nortk Be/tmdk^ on 
the coast. 

Berwickshire or the Merse. — Qreen'lawy on the 
BlacFadder ; Bum, between the Blackadder and the 
White'^adder ; Lau'devj on the Lea'der; CoUt stream^ 
on the Tweed. 

KoxBURGHSHiRE Or Teviotdale. — Je^burghy on the 
Jed; KeVso^ on the Tweed, opposite the junction of 
the Te^viot ; Haw'ickj on the Teviot ; Md'rose^ on the 
Tweed, celebrated for the beautiful ruins of its abbey. 

Selkirkshire. — SeVMrkpn the Et'trick ; Oalmhiey^ 
on the Gala, noted for its manufacture of woollen cloth, 

Peeblesshire or Tweeddale. — Pee^hs^ on the 
Tweed. 

Lanarkshire or Clydesdale. — Lan'arhy on the 
Clyde; Eam^iUonj farther down the river; Olas^gowy 
still farther down on the Clyde, the seat of a university, 
and the commercial capital of Scotland; Coat'bridge, 
and Air'drie, east from Glasgow, with extensive coal 
and iron works. 

^ Dumbartonshire or the Lennox. — Dumbar^ton, near 
the junction of the Le'ven with the Clyde. 
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Eenfrewshirr — Renffrew, near the Clyde; Pais- 
ley, on the White Cart, famous for its manufactures of 
muslin and cotton; Port-Glasgow, on the Firth of 
Clyde, with a considerable trade in importing timber; 
Green'ock, farther down on the Firth of Clyde, a large 
seaport, and the birthplace of James Watt, the 
celebrated improver of the steam-engine. 

Ayrshire. — Ayr, at the mouth of the Ayr ; Ir'vine, 
at the mouth of the Irvine ; Kilmar'nock, higher up, 
near the same river ; Gir'van, on the coast, at the mouth 
of the Girvan ; SaU'coats, on the coast. 

Dumfriesshire or Annandale. — Dumfries^, on the 
Nith; Sanquhar, in the north-west, on the Nith; 
Ainfnan, near the mouth of the Annan; Moffat, in 
the north, on the Annan, frequented for its mineral 
waters ; Lang'holm, on the Esk. 

Kirkcudbrightshire or East Galloway. — Kirk- 
cud'hrtght, on the Dee ; New QaVloway, near the Ken. 

Wigtownshire or West Galloway. — Wig" town, on 
Wigtown Bay ; Whifhom, near Wigtown Bay, where 
the first Christian church in Scotland was built ; Stran- 
raei"^, at the head of Loch E/an ; Portpaifrick, on the 
west coast. 

Buteshire. — Bothe'say, in Bute, on the coast; 
Brod'ick, in Arran, on the coast. 

Firths, Bays, and Lochs, or arms of the sea. — 
The Penfland Firth, between Caithness and the Ork- 
neys ; the Doi^'noch Firth, between Sutherland and Eoss- 
shire; the Crow/arty Firth, between Eoss-shire and

Ben Lo'mondy in the north-west of Stirlingshire.

The Shan^non flows out of Lough Clean, a small lake 
to the north of Lough Al'len, in Leitrim, runs south 
through Loughs Allen, Baffin, Eee, and Derg, and pro- 
ceeds westward into the Atlantic, separating, in its course, 
Roscommon from Leitrim, Longford, West Meath, and 
King's County ; Galway from King's County and Tip- 
perary ; and Clare from Tipperary, Limerick, and Kerry; 
the Suck divides Eoscommon from Galway, and joins 
the Shannon; the Emej from Longford, flows north- 
west through Lough Erne into Donegal Bay.

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BBITISH COLONIES AND POSSESSIONS ABEOAD. 

In Europe. 

HELIGOLAND, a small island in the North Sea, 
36 miles from the month of the Elbe, captured from 
the Danes in 1807. 

GIBEALTAE, a strongly-fortified rocky promontory, 
near the southern extremity of Spain, at the entrance 
from the Atlantic into the Mediterranean. A low 
sandy isthmus connects it with the mainland. Gib- 
raltar has been a British possession since 1704, when 
it was taken from Spain. It sustained a memorable 
siege against the combined forces of Spain and France 
from 1779 to 1782. 

MALTA, the ancient Melita, an island in the Medi- 
terranean, 58 miles south from Sicily. Valefta, the 
capital, has a fine double harbour, and is an important 
naval station. Gitta Vecfchia, in the interior, was the 
former capital. On the north side of the island is a 
small harbour called Por'to de San Pa'olo, which is 
supposed to have been the scene of the Apostle Paul's 
shipwreck. The island of Go^zo lies to the north-west 
of Malta, from which it is separated by a channel four 
miles wide, in which lies the smaller island of Gomi'no. 
Both of these islands are included imder the govern- 
ment of Malta. 

In Asia. 

ADEN, an important military station at the south- 
western comer of Arabia, about 100 miles from the 
entrance to the Eed Sea. It is also used as a coaling 
dep&t for steamers plying between Suez and Bombay. 
The small island of Perimf lies to the north-west of 
Aden, in the middle of the Strait of Babelmandeb ; it 
is garrisoned by troops from Aden. Eastward from 
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Aden are the Koo'ria Mo(/ria Islands, a group of lofty 
rocks, wUch were ceded to Britain in 1854. 

INDIA, a great Peninsula on the south coast of 
Asia, stretching from jiorth to south for a distance 
of nearly 2000 miles, and bounded on the North by 
the Himmaleh Mountains, which separate it from 
Tibet; on the West by Afghanistan, Beloochistan, 
and the Indian Ocean ; on the South by the Indian 
Ocean ; and on the East by the Bay of Bengal and the 
Eastern Peninsula. 

PR0VINQf:S UNDER BRITISH ADMINISTRATION. — Puu- 

jaV, North-West Provinces (including Oudh), Aj'mere, 
Bombay, Coorg, Madras", Berar", Central Provinces, 
Bengali 

Chief Towns. — LaJurref, the capital of the Punjab, 
situated on the Eavee ; Dd/hi, on the Junmah, in the 
south-east of the Punjab ; Bena'res, on the north bank 
of the Ganges, in tiie North- West Provinces, the 
chief seat of Brahminical learning ; Luckfnow, on the 
Goomtee, a tributary of the Ganges, the chief city 
in Oudh, and celebrated for the siege it sustaiaed in 
1857 ; Ajfm&ve, the capital of the province of the same 
name, defended by a strong fortress; BomHay, the 
western capital of British India, situated on a small 
island, separated from the mainland by a narrow strait 
and strongly fortified; Madras^, the capital of the 
British possessions in Southern India, stands on a flat 
shore, along which runs a rapid current, with a violent 
surf; CalcuT'ta, the capital of British India, and seat 
of government, situated on the Hoogly, a branch of 
the Ganges, a hundred miles from its mouth. 

Bat, Gulf, and Strait. — Bay of Bengal, between 
India and the Eastern Peninsula ; Chilf of Manaar,' 
between the southern part of India and the island 
of Ceylon; PalKs Strait, between the northern ex- 
tremity of Ceylon and the mainland of India. 
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Capes. — Comforin, the extreme southern point of 
the peninsula; CaVimei^e Point, on the south-east 
coast ; Palmjfras Point, about 80 miles south-west of 
the mouth of the Hoogly. 

Mountains. — Hiwfmalehy the highest mountain 
range in the world, to the east and north-east, of the 
Punjab and North- West Provinces ; 8ulvman\ a lofty 
range between the Punjab and Afghanistan ; . West&m 
OhautSy in the Bombay Presidency ; Neilgher'ries and 
Eastern Ghauts, in Madras Presidency. 

EiVERS. — ^The In^dtis and its tributaries, the Jeflum, 
Befas, Ghendb'y Ravee\ and Sv;tflej\ water the Punjab ; 
the Gan'ges and Jwmfnah traverse the North- West 
Provinces, and unite at Allahabad, thence the combined 
stream flows eastward through Bengal, and falls into 
the Bay of Bengal by a number of mouths; the 
Brahmapoo'tra, from the Himmalehs, drains Assam, and, 
after a course of about 1800 miles, mingles its waters 
with those of the Ganges, reaching the sea by several 
channels ; the Qodafvery and the KistfTva or KHsKna 
rise on the eastern declivity of the Western Ghauts, 
and after draining the Nizam's Dominions, pass through 
the Eastern Ghauts to the alluvial country on the 
Coromandel coast ; thence to the Bay of Bengal 

CEYLON, a large and important island lying 
to the south of India, and separated from the 
mainland by the Gulf of Manaar and Palk's Strait. 
The interior of the, southern and broader part of the 
island is mountainous, the loftiest summit being 
Pedfrotallagalla ; westward, is Adam's Peak, the best 
known of the mountains of Ceylon. The principal 
river is the Ma'havelli Gan'ga, which rises near Adam's 
Peak, and empties itself on the east coast. CdUymfho, 
the capital, stands on the west coast; Kan*dy, the 
ancient capital, in the interior. The two principal ports 
are Point dc Galle, on the south-west, and TrincomaW, 
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on the east coast. To the west of Ceylon lie the 
Maldive Islands, tributary to Ceylon ; north of them 
are the Zaccadive Islands, tributary to Madras. 

FUETHEE INDIA, or the EASTEEN PENIN- 
SULA, lies eastward of the Ganges and Bay of Bengal 

Provinces. — As^sam, a long narrow strip of country 
in the valley of the Brahmapootra, annexed to British 
India in 1825 ; chief town, Gowhalfty, on the Brahma- 
pootra. Chittagong', on the north-eastern shore of the 
Bay of Bengal, with a town of the same name on a 
navigable estuary. British Bur^ma (comprising the 
divisions of Aracan\ Pegu', and Tenas^serim), on 
the east side of the Bay of Bengal; chief towns, 
ATcyaV, at the mouth of the Koladyn or Aracan river ; 
Rangocmf, on the eastern branch of the Irrawady; 
Pegu, on the Pegu river ; MouVmein, at the mouth of 
the Saluen river, and on the opposite side Martdban\ 
The Straits Settlements lie on the eastern coast of the 
Strait of Malacca, and consist of Penang" or Prince of 
Wales Island, Province WeVlesley, Malac'ca, and the 
island of Singa'pore', To the west of Tenasserim lie 
the An'daman Islands, southward of which are the 
Nicdbar^ Islands. Both groups form a penal colony. 

LABTJAN", a small island near the north-west coast 
of Borneo, ceded in 1846 by the Sultan of Borneo 
to Sir James Brooke, who transferred it to the British 
Crown. The island contains excellent coaL 

HONG KONG, a small island on the coast of 
China, at the mouth of the Canton Eiver. It was 
ceded to Great Britain by the treaty of Nankin, 1842, 
and constituted a British colony in 1843. The chief 
town, Victo'ria, stands on a fine bay. The opposite 
peninsula of Kov/loon was ceded to Britain in 1861, 
and now forms part of the colony. 
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In Oceania. 

AXJSTEALIA, the largest island in the world, lies 
to the south-east of Asia, and is bounded on the North 
by Torres Strait, which separates it from New Guinea, 
by the Gulf of Carpentaria, and the Indian Ocean ; on 
the East by the South Pacific Ocean ; on the South by 
Bass's Strait, which divides it from Tasmania, and by 
the South Pacific Ocean; and on the West by the 
Indian Ocean. 

Divisions. — ^Australia may be divided into three 
parts — ^Western, Central, and Eastern. The western 
part consists entirely of the colony of West Australia; 
the central embraces South Australia and the Northern 
Territory; the eastern comprises the colonies of 
Queene^land, New South Wales, and Victoria. 

Chief Towns in West Australia. — Perth, the 
capital, stands oji the Swan river, about nine miles 
from the sea ; Frernan'tle, at the mouth of the river, is 
the port of the capital; Albany, an important packet 
station on King George's Sound. 

South Australia. — Adelaide, the capital, on the 
Torrens, about four miles from its mouth; Port Adelaide, 
about eight miles to the north-west, on St Vincent's 
Gulf; Gav/ler, on the river Gawler, about 25 miles 
north of Adelaide. 

Queensland. — Bris'hane, the capital, on the river 
Brisbane, which surrounds it on two sides, about 25 
miles from its mouth; Ipswich, on the Bremer, 25 
miles west of Brisbane ; Pockhamy'ton, on the Fitzroy 
river, 45 miles from its mouth. 

New South Wales. — Syd'ney, the oldest town in 
Australia, stands on the southern shore of Port Jack- 
son, one of the finest natural harbours in the world ; 
Maiifland, on the Hunter river, in the midst of a fertile 
district known as " The Granary of New South Wales," 
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93 miles north of Sydney; Qoullmm, the principal 
depdt of the southern inland trade^ is situated near 
the juncture of the Mulwarre Ponds and Wollondilly 
river, and lies 128 miles to the south-west of Sydney ; 
Bath'iiTst, the chief town in the western district of the 
colony, situated on the south bank of the Macquarie 
river, 122 miles to the west of Sydney. 

Victoria. — MeVlourrie, the metropolis, stands on 
the Yarra Yarra, about eight miles from its mouth ; 
Ballaraf, divided by the Yarrowee creek into two 
towns, is the centre of an extensive gold-yielding dis- 
trict; Gedong, on Corio Bay, an expansive west arm of 
Port Phillip Bay, lies 45 miles south-west of Mel- 
bourne ; Sandfhurst, on Bendigo creek, and on the main 
line of railway between Melbourne and Echuca, is the 
headquarters of a rich gold-field. 

Gulfs kstd Bays. — Oulf of Garpenta'ria and Van 
DiemerCs Oulf, on the north coast ; Princess Charlotte 
Bay, on the east coast of York Peninsula, Queensland ; 
Halifojsf Bay, He'/vey Bay, and Morefton Bay, on the 
east coast of Queensland; Port Phillip Bay, on the 
south coast of Victoria ; St Vincent Gulf and Spencer 
Oulf, on the coast of South Australia ; Oeographef Bay, 
Shark Bay, King Georgis Sound, and Collier's Bay, on 
the west coast of West Australia. 

Capes. — Cape York, on the north; Capes MeVville, 
Crrafton, Cleveland, PaVrmrston, ByWon, and Rowe, on 
the east ; Wilson Promontory, and Capes Of way, NeV- 
son, Spen'cer, Knob, and Chatham, on the south ; Capes 
Nafuraliste, Inscrip'tion, Cu'vier, North- West, and 
Lefoequff, on the west. 

Mountains. — ^The Dividing Range, known in the 
south as the Australian Alps, northward as the Blue 
Mountains, and stiU farther north as the Liverpool 
Range; Flinders Range runs northward from Spencer 
Gulf; the West Coast Range is known in different 
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parts as Victoria Bange, Her^schell Range, and Darkling 
Range, 

EiVERS. — The Mur^rayy from the Australian Alps, 
flows to the north-west, forming the boundary between 
Victoria and New South Wales, and, passing into 
South Australia, turns southward to Lake Alexandrina. 
In its course it is joined on the right bank by the 
Murrumhidfgee and the Dar^liTig, the former bringing 
with it the waters of the Lachflan. Among the other 
rivers of Australia may be mentioned the Bur^dekin, 
Fit^roy, Hwnfter, and nawkes^hury, on the east coast ; 
the Black'wood, Swan, Mur'chison, Gas'coyne, Fortesque\ 
and Be Grey, on the west coast ; and the Ro'jper, AVbert, 
Flimfders, and Mifchell, which flow into the Gulf of 
Carpentaria, on the north coast. 

Lakes. — Byre, Tor^rens, Gaird^ner, Frome, and 
Alexandrina, in South Australia ; Austin, Moore, and 
Lefroy", ill West Australia. 

TASMANIA, or Van Die'men's Land, an island to 
the south of Australia, from which it is separated by 
Bass's Strait. The interior is mountainous, the highest 
summits being Mount Humfholdt, Ben Lc/mond, Cradle 
Mountain, and Mount Wel'lington. The streams radiate 
from the centre to the coast, the two principal being 
the Ber^werd and the Ta'mar, The chief towns are 
HoVart, the capital, on the estuary of the Derwent, 
and Laun/ie'ston and Georg^tomn on the Tamar. 

NEW ZEALAND lies about 1200 miles to the 
south-east of Australia, and consists of two large 
islands, known as North and South Islands, and a 
number of smaller ones, the principal of which is 
Stewart's Island. 

Provincial Disteicts. — For political purposes the 
colony was divided into nine provincial districts, viz., 
in North Island : Auel(fland, Haioke's Bay, Wellington, 
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and Tarana'hi. In South Island : Nd'sm, Maryborough, 
Can'terbury, Otafo, and Wesfland. In 1878 the pro- 
vincial system was abolished, and the country divided 
into sixty-three countiea 

Chief Towns.— In North Island: Auckland, Na'jder, 
Wellington, the seat of government of the colony, and 
New Plymfovih, In South Island : NeVson, Blen'heim, 
Christ' churchy Dunefdin, and Hohiti'ka. 

Bays. — In North Island: Eaurakfi Oulf, Bay of 
Plenty y and Hawkcs Bay, on the east coast. In South 
Island: Taxman's or Blind Bay and Massacre Bay, 
on the north coast ; Peg'asus Bay and Mo'lyneux Bay, 
on the east. 

Straits. — Cook*s Strait, between North and South 
Islands ; Fd'veavai Strait, between South Island and 
Stewaxt's Island. 

Capes. — In North Island : North Cape, Cape CoV- 
mile. East Cape, Cape PaVliser, Cape Eg'mont, and 
Beef Point. In South Island : Capes Farewell', Camp- 
bell, Saun'ders, ProT/idence, and Foulvnnd. 

Mountains. — In North Island: the Coroman'del 
Ban^e, Pakaro'a Bange, Waircfa Bange, and Buahin^ 
Ban^e. The highest peaks are Bu'apehu, Mownt Eg"- 
mont, and Tonfariro, an active volcano. In South 
Island : the Southern Alps is the principal range. The 
loftiest summits are Mount Cook, Mount Franklin, and 
Momd Eamshav/, 

Chief Eivers. — In North Island: the WaikaHo, 
Thames, and Wan'ganui, In South Island: the 
Mo'lyneux or Clu'tha and the Taiefra. 

FIJI. — ^A group of islands in the South Pacific 
Ocean, lying almost due north of New Zealand, ceded 
to Britain in 1874. They number about 255, of which 
80 are inhabited, the most important being VUi Levu 
and Vanua Levu. The island of Botu'm^i, which lies 
to the northward, was ceded to Britain, and annexed 
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to Fiji, in 1880. The capital of Fiji is Svfm, on the S. 
coast of Viti Levu. 

Besides the islands already mentioned, Britain 
possesses in the South Pacific the Auckfland Islands, 
which lie about 200 miles south of New Zealand ; 
the Ghafham Islands, 350 miles to the east of New 
Zealand ; and Nor^folk Island, about 400 miles to the 
north-west of New Zealand. 

In Africa* 

WEST AFEICA SETTLEMENTS, embracing 
Gam'bia and Sier'ra Leo'ne, are the most northern 
of the British possessions on the west coast The 
chief settlements on the river Gambia are Ba'thurst 
at the mouth, and Fort James, Fort George, and 
McCarthy Island, farther up the stream. Sierra 
Leone proper consists of a peninsula terminating in 
a cape of the same name. Freeftofwn and Sher^ioro 
Island are the principal settlements. 

The GOLD COAST COLONY lies to the south- 
east of Sierra Leone, and comprises the British 
settlements on the Gold Coast and La'gos on the 
Slave Coast. Gape Goast Gastle, Elmi'na, and Acfcra, 
are the chief Gold Coast settlements ; and Bada'gry, 
La'gos, PaVma, and Leckfie, those of Lagos. 

ASCENSION, an island in the South Atlantic 
Ocean, chiefly used as a victualling station and 
hospital for the British squadron stationed on the 
west coast of Africa. 

ST HELENA, an island lying about 800 miles to 
the south-east of Ascension, celebrated as the place of 
Napoleon Bonaparte's captivity, and where he died in 
1821. 

CAPE COLONY occupies the southern extremity 
of the African continent, and is bounded on the 
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North by the Orange Eiver; on the West by the 
Atlantic; on the South by the Indian Ocean; and 
on the East by the Drakenberg Mountains and by 
the Indian Ocean. The colony proper consists of 
seven provinces, which are subdivided into fifty-four 
districts. 

Chief Towns. — Cape Toivn, in Western Province, 
on the south shore of Table Bay, and at the foot of 
Table Mountain, is the seat of government ; Gra'ham's 
Tovm, in South-eastern Province; Fort JElizdbeth, on 
Algoa Bay, is the second town in the colony ; King 
William's Toivn and Hast London are the capitals of the 
divisions of the former territory of British Cafifraria. 

Bays. — St HeUfna Bay^ Saldan'ha Bay, and Table 
Bay, on the west coast ; False Bay, Walker Bay, Mossel 
Bay, and Flefteriberg Bay, on the south ; and Algo'a 
Bay, on the east. 

Capes. — Cape St Martin, on the west coast ; Gape of 
Good Hope and Cape Ag'ulhas, on the south. 

Mountains. — The country rises from the coast to 
the interior in a series of mountain ranges, with 
elevated plains or terraces between and beyond them. 
The loftiest range is variously named in its course 
across the colony Eog'geveld, Nieufveld, Winterher'gen, 
Sneeulergen, BuiBrakenber'gen, or Kdhlam/ba ; the cele- 
brated Talle Mountain is situated south of Cape Town, 

EiVERS. — The Or^ange, the most important river in 
South Africa, forms the northern boundary of Cape 
Colony ; the Cliphant flows west ; the Breede, Gau'ritz, 
Gamtoos", and Great Fish Biver, flow south ; and the 
Gh'eat Kei River flows east. 

GEIQUALAKD WEST, noted for its diamond 
mines, became British territory, by cession from the 
Griqua people, in 1871. It lies to the west of the 
Orange Free State, and is attached to Cape Colonyr 
The chief town is KmfberUy.

72 BEITISH POSSESSIONS ABROAD. 

TRANSVAAL. — This inland region lies to the north 
of Natal and the Orange Free State. It became a British 
possession in 1877, but was retroceded to the settlers 
in 1881, Queen Victoria being acknowledged as suzerain 
to a limited extent Pretdria is the chief town. 

NATAL is bounded on the North by the Transvaal 
Territory and the river Tugela ; on the West by the 
Drakenberg Mountains, which divide it from the 
Orange Free State and Basuto Land; on the South 
by the Griqualand East district of Cape Colony ; and 
on the East by the Indian Ocean. 

Chief Towns. — Fie'termaritzburg, the capital, is 
situated in the interior ; and UUi'^lan, the only port, 
stands on a fine bay, about 50 miles from the capital 

MAUEITIUS, or ISLE of FEANCE, an island in 
the Indian Ocean, about 550 miles east of Madagascar. 
The capital, Port Louis, stands upon a fine harbour on - 
the north-west side of the island. 

The government of Mauritius includes as depend- 
encies the island of Ro'drigues, which lies about 300 
miles to the east; the Seychelles^ and the Amirantef^ 
islands, both of which groups are situated about 1000 
miles to the north. The largest of the Seychelles is 
MaM, the chief town of which is Port Victoria. 

In America. 

The British possessions in North America are 
bounded on the North by the Arctic Ocean ; on the 
West by the Pacific Ocean and the United States 
territory of Alaska; on the South by the United 
States ; and on the East by the Atlantic Ocean. 

The DOMINION OF CANADA embraces nearly 
the whole of the British territory in this part of the 
world, said includes the provinces of Onta^rio^ QiiAec^, 
New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Cape Breton letand^ 
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Prince Edward Idand; Manitoba^ and Kewa^i7i,A8sin''i' 
boia, Saskatch^ewan, Alher'ta, Athdbasi'ca, British Golum'^ 
hia and Vancouver Island, and the North- West Terri' 
tories. The district of Kewatin lies to the east and 
north of Manitoba, and is under the jurisdiction of the 
lieutenant-Govemor of that province. 

Chief Towns in Ontario. — Ottawa, the capital 
of the Dominion, stands at the junction of the Bideau 
Canal with the Ottawa Eiver ; Kings^ton, at the north- 
east point of Lake Ontario, near its outlet by the St 
Lawrence ; Toron'to, near the. head of Lake Ontario. 

Quebec. — Quebecf, strongly fortified, on the north 
bank of the St Lawrence, about 400 miles from its 
mouth ; Montreal', on the south-east side of the island 
of Montreal, at the confluence of the St Lawrence 
and the Ottawa, is the commercial metropolis of the 
Dominion. 

New Brunswick. — St John, on the Bay of Fundy, 
at the mouth of the river St John ; FVedericJcton, the 
capital, on the river St John, 65 miles from its 
mouth. 

Nova Scotia. — Halifax, the chief city, is on the 
south-east coast. Its harbour is the finest in America ; 
both city and harbour axe protected by strong forti- 
fications ; Fictou, on the north coast ; Sydney, in the 
east part of Cape Breton Island, is an important 
seaport. 

Prince Edward Island. — Charlottetown, on the 
Hillsborough Eiver, near the southern coast; Oeorge-^ 
town, on a peninsula at the south-east side of the island. 

Manitoba. — Win'niycg, the seat of government of 
the province, situated at the junction of the Assiniboine 
and Red River. 

AssiNiBoiA, Saskatchewan, Alberta, and Atha- 
basca were formed into provinces in 1882 out of 
the North-West Territories, 

D 
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British Columbia. — New Westminster, on the Fraser 
Eiver; Victoria, near the south-east extremity of 
Vancouver Island, is the capital of the province. 

Principal Gulfs and Bays. — HudsorCs Bay, a great 
inland sea between the Northern Territory and the 
district of Kewatin, communicating with the Atlantic 
by Hudson's Strait; its southern extremity is called 
James's Bay ; Oulf of St Lawrence, a large inlet of the 
Atlantic, bounded by Quebec, New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia, and Newfoundland ; Bay of Fwady, an inlet 
of the Atlantic between Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick. 

Mountains. — ^The Bochy Mountains, in the west of 
the Dominion, traverse the country from north to 
south, and separate British Columbia from Alberta, 
Athabasca, and the North-West Territories; to the 
west of ttiese, and running parallel with them, are 
the Peak Mountains and Cascade Mountains. A range 
to the north of Ontario and Quebec is sometimes called 
the Lauren'tian Chain, and is known towards its eastern 
extremity as the Wotchish' Mountains. South of the 
St Lawrence are the White Mountains. 

Chief Eivers. — The St Lawrence, on which are the 
celebrated Falls of Niagara, drains Lakes Superior, 
Michigan, Huron, Erie, and Ontario, and flows north- 
east to the Atlantic; the Saskatch*ewan rises in the 
Eocky Mountains and flows east into Lake Winnipeg ; 
the Assin'ihoine, from the west, flows through the 
centre of Manitoba, and joins the Eed Eiver at Win- 
nipeg ; the Bed Biver rises in the west of Minnesota, 
crosses the northern boundary of the United States, 
flows northward, and, after receiving the Assini- 
boine, falls into Lake Winnipeg in Manitoba. The 
Mackenzie rises, as the Athabasca, northward of the 
source of the Saskatchewan, and flows north, draining 
Athabasca Lake, Great Slave Lake, and Great Bear 
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Lake, and falls into the Arctic Ocean; the Fraser, 
from the western slope of the Eocky Mountains, flows 
through British Columbia to the Gulf of Georgia. 

The names of the principal lakes are given above in 
connexion with the chief rivers. 

The Arctic Islands of North America nearly 
all belong to Britain by right of discovery. The 
principal are Prince Patrick Island, MeVville Island, 
Banks Zand, Prince Albert and Victoria Land, Prince 
of Wales Land, North Somferset, North Bexfon, Cockf- 
hum Island, Cumberland Island, and Soviharruj^ton 
Island in the mouth of Hudson's Bay. 

NEWFOUISDLAND, an island on the north-east 
side of the Gulf of St Lawrence, separated from 
Labrador by the Strait of Belleisle, and from Cape 
Breton Island by a broad channel which forms the 
main entrance from the Atlantic to the gulf. Cape 
Race, on its eastern shores, is nearer Europe than any 
other portion of the western world, excepting Green- 
land, and has therefore been selected to link America 
and Ireland by means of the submarine electric tele- 
graph. The chief town on the island is St John's, 
which has a spacious and secure harbour, on the 
extreme east coast northward of Cape Bace. 

Labrador, on the north-west, one of the most deso- 
late regions in the world, and Anticosti Island, at the 
mouth of the wide estuary of the St Lawrence, are 
both within the government of Newfoundland. 

BEEMUDAS, a cluster of about 100 small islands 
in the Atlantic, about 580 miles to the east of Cape 
Hatteras in North Carolina, United States. Very 
few of them are inhabited. The largest is Long 
Island or Bennu'da proper, on which is the town of 
Sam'ilto7h, the seat of government. The other prin- 
cipal islands are iSt Qeorge, on which is an ancient 
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town of the same name, the former capital ; Ireland, 
with a government dockyard; Boousi, Wat' ford, 
Somferset, and St David. There is continuous com- 
munication by bridges from St George to Ireland 
Island, with the exception of one break between 
Somerset and Watford Islands. 

The WEST INDIA ISLANDS extend from the 
mouth of the Gulf of Mexico and the Strait of Florida, 
in a curving chain, to the coast of South America. 
Those belonging to Britain embrace the following 
colonies : — 

The Bahamas, a group to the east and south-east 
of Florida, composed of about twenty inhabited islands, 
and a large number of islets and rocks. The principal 
island is New Providence, on which is the capital, 
Nassau. 

Jamaica, a large island in the Caribbean Sea, to 
the south of the eastern part of Cuba, is the most 
valuable of the British possessions in the West 
Indies. It is traversed from east to west by the lofty 
range of the Blue Motmtains. Spanish Town is the 
seat of government, but the commercial capital is 
Kingston, on the north side of Port Eoyal Bay. 

The Turks and Caicos Islands were formerly included, 
for purposes of government, in the Bahama group, but 
in 1874 they were annexed to Jamaica. 

The Leeward Islands, a Federal Colony in the east 
of the Caribbean Sea, compriBmg Anti'gv4i, M'ontser^rat, 
St Christopher, Ife'vis, Domini'ca, and the Vir^gin 
Islands, 

The Windward Islands lie southward of the Federal 
Colony of the Leeward Islands, and include Baria'does, 
St Lufda, St Vin'cent, Orena^da, and Tola' go. 

Trinidad^, the second as regards size of the British 
West India Islands, is separated from Venezuela 
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South America, by the Ovlf of Pa^ria, a grand natural 
-harbour. The capital, Port of Spain, occupies a fine 
position in the north-west part of the island, facing 
the Gulf of Paria. 

BEITISH HOKDUEAS, a mahogany-log cutting 
settlement, is situated on the east coast of Central 
America, south of the peninsula of Yucatan, and north- 
east of Guatemala. Its eastern boundary is the Bay 
of Honduras. The chief town is Belize^, at the mouth 
of the river of that name ; it is almost entirely con- 
structed of wood. 

BEITISH GUIAITA lies on the north-east coast 
of South America, and includes the settlements of 
Demera'ra, Ussequi'ho, and Berhicef. It is bounded on 
the North and North-east by the Atlantic Ocean ; on 
the West by Venezuela and Brazil ; on the South by 
Brazil ; and on the East by Dutch Guiana, from which 
'it is divided by the river Corentyn. 

Chief Towns. — Oeorgeftown, the capital, at the 
mouth of the Demerara ; and New Am^sterdam, at the 
mouth of the Berbice. 

Mountains. — The Sier^ra Imata'ca, in the north; 
the Sier'ra Pacarai^ma, near the centre; and the 
Sier^ra Acarai', in the extreme south-east corner. 

ErvEBS. — ^The Essequi'ho flows northward through 
the centre of the colony to the Atlantic ; the* 
Demera^ray near the centre, and the Berhicef and 
Coren'tyn, in the east, flow also north to the Atlantic. 

The FALKLAND ISLANDS, a group in the South 
Atlantic, 200 miles to the east of the Strait of 
Magellan, near the southern extremity of South 
America. On the island of East Falkland a British 
settlement has been formed, called Stan'Uy.

PALESTINE OR THE HOLY LAND 
Was bounded on the North by Syr'ia ; on the West by 
the Mediterranean Sea^ called in the Bible the Great 
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Sea; on the South hj Arabia; and on the East bj 
Arabia and Syria. 

Palestine is called also in Scripture the Land of 
(Wfuxan; the Land of Promise; the Land of Ju'dah; 
the Land of la^rael^ and the Lamd of the Hffhrews. 

It was originally inhabited by the Amforites on both 
sides of the Jor'dan ; the Bido'nians in the north-west ; 
the Stvites in the north-east ; the Otr'gashttes or Ger- 
geaenes^j east of the Sea of Gralilee ; .the Fer^izzttesy on 
the western side of the Jordan ; the EtftiteSy on the 
west of the. Dead Sea ; the Jel/tisites^ west from the 
northern part of the Dead Sea ; and the Philis^imes^ 
along the south-west coast. 

Tribes. — Ash'er, in the north-west ; Napktal% east 
of Asher; Zeb'tdonj south of Asher; Isfaachar^ Half 
Tribe of Majna^sek^ Rphraim^ and Ben'jaminy west of 
the Jordan ; Ju'dah^ west from the Dead Sea ; Dan and 
Simfeony in the south-west, on the coast ; Half Tribe of 
Mana^sehy Oady and ReufheUy east of the Jordan. 

Rodman Provinces. — Qai'ilee, in the north ; Samo^- 
riay in the middle ; Jude^ay in the south ; and Pere'a, 
east of the Jordan. 

Galilee (divided into Upper Galilee or Galilee of 
the Gentiles, and Lower Galilee), comprehending the 
tribes of 

Asher. — l^e and Si'don, famous for their commerce, 
but no less notorious for their wickedness; Sargfta 
or Za'/ephaihy where Eli'jah raised the widow's son to 
life ; Adctvo or Ptolemc^isy all on the coast. 

Naphtali. — Ka^deah-Naph'tali ; Ka'/tan or Kirja- 
thodm; BeQiaodday and Capefi^naumy in the neighbour- 
hood of which our Saviour often preached and performed 
many miracles; Ohia'nereih ; Ha^zor ; Haa/^oaheth of 
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the Gentiles ; Earn'moth-Dor ; La'ish or Cesare^a- 
Phtlip'pty near the source of the Jordan. 

Zebulon. — Jokfneam^ near Mount Caramel ; TcChw ; 
Tibe'riasy on the Sea of Galilee, so called in honour of 
Tiberius Cesar, where Matthew was found sitting at the 
receipt of custom ; Naz^aretJi^ noted as the place where 
our Saviour spent the earlier part of his life on earth } 
Ca'naj of Gralilee, where our Saviour performed his first 
miracle by turning water into wine. 

IsSACHAB. — Jes^reelj where Na'both was stoned to 
death by order of Jez^ebel; Skt^nem^ where Eli'sha 
raised a young man firom the dead ; Dal/erath ; Na^tUy 
where Christ restored the widow's son to life ; A'nem 
oxEngan'nim; Betk'ahemeah. 

Samaria, comprehending the tribe of 

Ephraim. — Sama'bia, the capital of the ten tribes 
of Israel ; She'chem or Bjfcho/r^ near which was Jacob's 
well, where Christ conversed with tbe woman of Sama- 
ria ; Lydday where Peter healed E'neas, who was sick 
of the palsy ; Sha^ron^ ImhaWon^ or Sa'rorty situated in 
a district celebrated for its roses ; SMhhy where Josh'ua 
divided Canaan among the tribes, and fixed the Taber- 
nacle, which remained here upwards of 300 years. 

Half Tribe of Manassbh. — Cescsr^a^ the residence 
of the Roman governors, where Her^od Agrip'pa was 
eaten up of worms, and where Paul was tried before 
Felix and Fes'tus ; and 2>or, both on the coast ; Megid'- 
do; Scythop'olis or Beth' shan; Eridor^ where Samuel ap- 
peared to Said at the witch's incantation; Ddthom^ where 
Joseph was sold by his brethren to the Ish'maelites. 

JuDEA, comprehending the tribes of 

Benjamin. — Jeru^saleh^ the city of David, formerly 
calledt7e^5t<50r&{^2em,thecapitalofthekingdomof JudaL 
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This city was about five miles in circumference^ and had 
eleven gates ; Beth' any ^ where our Saviour raised Laz'- 
arus firom the dead; and Betkphage^ on the east of 
Jerusalem; Je/tchOy the first city taken by Joshua; 
Otb'eony where Joshua defeated five kings, on which 
occasion the sun and moon stood still ; Ba'mahy where 
Samuel dwelt and was buried ; Luz or Beth' d^ remark- 
able for Jacob's surprising vision; Emfmaus^ on the 
road to which our Saviour first appeared to his disciples 
after his resurrection. 

JuDAH.— .Be^^eAem, the birthplace of our Saviour and 
of David, near which the angels appeared to the shep- 
herds ; He'lrouy where Abraham was buried ; Ka!dtBhr 
Bav^neay whence Moses sent the spies ; MaJckffdcJiy near 
which Joshua defeated and hanged the five kings who 
had made war upon Gibeon ; AduVlamy near which David 
concealed himself firom Saul in a cave ; Bethfsh&meshj 
where the ark was restored, and where fifty thousand and 
seventy of the inhabitants were slain for looking into it ; 
KiT^jalJi'Je^arvny where the ark remained for a long time. 

Dan. — -Jop'pa or Jaffa^ in the north-west, on the 
coast, where the prophet Jo'nah embarked for Tar'shish, 
and Peter restored Dor'cas to life; Oathy the city of 
Goli^'ath the giant; Ekfron; Ash'dod or Az</tuSy near 
the coast, where stood the famous temple of Da'gon ; 
Tim^nathy where Samson slew the lion ; A'tjahn ; Art- 
mathefa^ where Joseph the honourable counsellor dwelt. 

Simeon. — Beef/shAa^ where Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob dwelt : in the neighbouring desert, Ha^'gar, flee- 
ing with Ish'mael, was visited by an angel ; E(y/maih ; 
Oe^rar ; Ocf^za^ the gates of which Samson carried al- 
most to Hebron ; Aa'helon on the coast, a noted city of 
the Philistines.

Half Tribe of Manasseh. — Oefahwr ; Oo'lan ; 
Chorcfzin; McLg'dala and Dcdmanu'thzj on the Sea of 
Galilee ; Ash'taroih-KaT^natmy the residence of Og, king 
ofBa^shan; Ectrei; (yorf'ara, near which two men pos- 
sessed with devils were healed by Christ. 

Gad. — Bafmoth'OU'eady where ATiab, king of Israel, 
was slain by an arrow ; Ka/kor^ where Gideon defeated 
the Mid'ianites, and slew their two kings; Sucfcoth; 
Mahanafim^ so called from Jacob's vision of two hosts 
of angels; Jc^hesh-OiVead; Penu'd or Peni^dy near 
the Jab'ljok. 

Reuben. — Heshfhon ; Ja'hiz^ where Moses defeated 
Siphon, king of the Amorites ; B^zeft or Boz^rah ; Med"- 
eba; Bethab'aray where John baptized, and near which 
the Israelites crossed the Jordan. 

Mountains. — LeVcmortj on the north of Palestine, 
divided into two ranges, LiVanus on the west and Anti- 
LiVanus on the east ; Gar^md^ in the north-west of the 
Half Tribe of Manasseh, west of the Jordan, where 
Elijah offered his famed sacrifice, when the four hundred 
and fifty prophets of Ba'al were slain : there is another 
Carmel in Judah, where Na^al and Abigail lived, and in 
a cave of this mountain, near En'gedi, David surprised 
Saul; Mount Tafhor^ supposed to be the place of Christ's 
transfiguration, in the south of Zebulon ; CHVhoa, noted 
for theiotal defeat of the Hebrews, and the death of Saul 
and his three sons, and Hef/morij in Manasseh, west of the 
Jordan ; Oc^ashy where Joshua was buried ; Ehal and 
G^^mwi, where Joshua promulgated the law : on Gerizim 
the Samar'itans built a temple at which they worshipped 
in preference to that at Jersualem ; E'phraimy where Mi'- 
cahand theidolatrous priest lived, in the tribe of Ephraim. 
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Zi'aiiy A'cray Mori'ahy and Beg^etha^ on which Jeru- 
aalem was built ; Mount CaXvcm)^ on the west of the 
city, where our Saviour was crucified, and Olivet or the 
Mount of Olivesy on the east of it. On Moriah, God 
commanded Abraham to offer up his son Isaac, and after- 
wards Solomon's temple was built upon it. Of the 
mountains of Ab^arim, in the tribe of Reuben, the 
most noted are the Heights of N^boj Fe'or^ Fis/'gah, and 
Bafal. From Pisgah, Moses viewed the promised Land, 
and here he died and was buried ; ChU'ead^ famed for its 
balm, on the east and south of the Half Tribe of Man- 
asseh, and the north of Gad ; He/rrumy Sit'ion or Sfon^ 
on the north-east of Manasseh : Scripture alludes to the 
frequent dews which fall upon this mountain ; Ba'shan^ 
in the Half Tribe of Manasseh, east of the Jordan, noted 
for its rich pastures, fine cattle, and stately oaks. 

RiVEBS. — ^The Waters of Leb'anon flow south-west 
through the tribe of Asher ; the Ki'shon^ in which a 
great part of Sis'era's army was drowned, flows north- 
west through Issachar and Zebulon ; the Kafnah flows 
west, forming part of the boundary between Ephraim 
and the Half Tribe of Manasseh ; the Oa^ash^ between 
Dan and Ephraim; the >8i>Vei, with its tributary the ^sA'- 
ccly so called from the large cluster of grapes which 
Caleb and Joshua carried thence when they spied the 
land, rises in the mountains of Judah, near Jerusalem, 
and flows south-west through Judah and Simeon ; the 
BefsoTy where two hundred of David's men, being over- 
taken by sickness, remained, while with four hundred 
he pursued the Am'alekites who burned Zik'lag, flows 
west through Simeon; the River of Egypt or Si'hor 
forms the south-western boundary of Palestine: — all 
these flow into the Mediterranean Sea. 
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The Jor^dan rises in Anti-Libanus, flows south 
through the Waters of Me'rom and the Sea of Galilee, 
and falls into the Dead Sea ; the A/non^ forming the 
eastern and southern boundary of Eeuben, falls into the 
Dead Sea ; the JaJ/bok^ near which Jacob wrestled with 
the angel, flows north-west through Gad and joins the 
Jordan ; the Oactara flows through the Half Tribe of 
Manasseh, and falls into the Jordan south of the Sea of 
Galilee ; the Kidfron or CefdroUy which Christ crossed 
in his way to the garden of Gethsem'ane, rises north of 
Jerusalem, and flows south-east into the Dead Sea ; the 
Chefriihj in Ephraim, on the banks of which Elijah was 
fed by ravens, falls into the Jordan. 

Lakes. — The Wixtera of Mefrom or Upper Lake^ 
near which Joshua overcame the confederated Canaan- 
itish kings ; the Sea of Gafilee, or Laike of Oennes'areth, 
or Sea of Tibe^nasy or Sea of Chinfnereth, — celebrated 
for Christ's walking on its waters, stilling the tem- 
pest, causing the miraculous draught of fishes, etc., — 
between Manasseh on the east, and Naphtali, Zebulon, 
and Issachar, on the west ; the Sea of Ja^zer^ in the 
east of Gad ; the Dead Sea^ or Lake of Sodomy or Sea 
of the Plairiy or Salt Sea^ in the neighbourhood of 
which Sodom, Gomor'rah, Ad'mah, and Zebo'im were 
situated* 

Plains, Valleys, Woods, etc.— The Plain of Men 
giddo or Jesfred^ where Josi'ah, king of Judah, was slain, 
in Issachar and Zebulon ; the three Hains ofShafrorty one 
in the west of Ephraim and Manasseh, another in the 
east of Zebulon, and a third in Gad ; the PJmn ofMo'- 
rehy between Mounts Ebal and Gerizim, in the north of 
Ephraim ; the Valley ofAcfhoTy where A'chan was stoned 
to death for having concealed part of the accursed spoil 
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at the taking of Jericho, contrary to the express command 
of Joshua ; the Wilderness of Jude^a, along the west 
bank of the Jordan and the Dead Sea, where John 
the Baptist began his public ministry, and where our 
Saviour fasted forty days, and was tempted of the devil ; 
the VcdleT/ of HirCnom^ where the Jews sacrificed their 
children to the idol Mo'loch ; the Valley of Sha'veJi or 
King's Dale^ the Valley of JeJvoshfaphat^ and the Valley 
ofRepkaim^ in the neighbourhood of Jerusalem. 

In the north-west of Judah are the VcMey of Zefph'- 
athoJij the Valley of Wlah^ where David slew Goliath of 
Gath ; the Forest of Ho^rethy where David hid himself 
from Saul ; the Flain of Mam're, where Abraham enter- 
tained three angels, south of Hebron. On the west of 
the Dead Sea are the Valley of Salt, where David 
smote the Syrians; the WHdemess ofMa^on; the WH- 
demess of Jer^v^el ; the Widemess of Ziph; and the 
Wilderness of Tekoiah, — of which city A'mos the prophet 
was a herdsman ; the Wood of Ephraim, in Gad, where 
AVsalom's army was defeated and himself slain by Jo'ab.

— No or Thebes, on the Nile ; Sye'ne, 
in the south, on the Nile, near the borders of Ethiopia, 

Middle Egypt. — Noph or Mefmfjphis, on the Nile, 
near which are the famous pyramids ; Bci/ylon, on the 
Nile, where some suppose St Peter to have written his 
first Epistle. 

Lower Egypt. — 2kfan or Tafnis ; Bin of Pelu'- 
sium, on the coast ; Aleocan'dria, on the coast, founded 
by Alexander the Great; TcJi^panhes; A'ven or Beihf- 
shemesh, called also On or Hdiop^olis ; Mi^dolj Ba- 
menses (now Cairo), on the Nile, whence the Israelites 
took their departure ; Ptthom and Baam^sesj two cities 
for the building of which the Hebrews made brick ; 
Siufcothy where the Israelites on their journey first set 
up their tents ; FhH/eseth. 

ARABIA 
Was bounded on the North by Palestine, Syria, and 
Chalde^'a ; West by Egypt and the Red Sea ; South by 
the ErythrsB^'an Sea ; and East by the Persian Gulf.

— Am'monites, Mo'ahites, E*domites, Awl^ 
alekitesy Midianites, Ish'maelitesy etc. 

Towns. — Bab'baJik or PhUadelfphia ; Be'la or Zo'ar, 
on the south of the Dead Sea ; E^zion-qa'ber^ on the 
eastern gulf of the Red Sea, from which the ships of 
Solomon traded to (Xphir ; E'lath, on the same gulf. 
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Mountains. — Sffir; fibr, where -4'ar<m died; Ho'- 
reby where Mouses saw the burning bush ; S^nai^ where 
the Lord delivered The Ten Commandments to Moses, 

Places mentioned in the Route of the Israel- 
ites. — Mafrahy the waters of which the Israelites could 
not drink on account of their bitterness, but which were 
made sweet by Moses casting into them a tree that had 
been shown him by the Lord ; E'lim, where were twelve 
wells and seventy palm trees ; the Wildemess of Stn^ 
between Elim and Sinai ; iZepA'tifiiw, where the Israelites 
tempted the Lord, and murmured against Moses for 
want of water ; Mer^ibahy where Moses by striking the 
rock brought water out of it ; the WHdemess of SUnai; 
TcJferahy where the fire of the Lord, which burned 
among them, was quenched by the prayer of Moses ; 
KH/roiJi-HaUa^avahy where those who lusted for flesh 
were buried; Haze^roihy where Mu<iam, the sister of 
Moses, was smitten with a leprosy fo^r railing against 
him, and was cured by his prayers ; the Wilderness of 
Pc^ran; Zalmc/nah; (fboth. 

SYKLA. OR AHAM 
Was bounded on the north by A'sia Mi'nor ; West by 
Asia Minor and the Mediterranean ; South by Palestine 
and Arabia ; and East by Arabia and the Euphra^'tes. 

Divisions. — Syria of Damas^cus ; of Mc^adiah ; of 
Sa'math; of Zo'bah ; of Toh ; of B^Jwb. 

Rivers. — AVana and Phar^par, 

Towns. — An'tiochywhtxQ the disciples were first called 
Christians ; Domas^cusy whither St Paul was going 
when he was converted; Eib'lah^ where Nebuchad- 
nez^zar put out the eyes of Zedeki'ah, and slew his 
sons; Tactmor or Palmjfray built by Solomon; Be- 
lev^da^ whence Paul and Bar'nabas embarked for 
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Cy^prus ; Tiph'sah or Thap'aacmj on the Euphrates, 
the north-east boundary of Solomon's kingdom. 

MESOPOTA^MIA ob PAa)AN-A'IlAM 
Was situated between the rivers Hid'dekel or Ti'gris, on 
the east, and the Euphrates on the west. 

Towns. — TeVaMbjOn the Che^ar, on the banks of 
which Ezetiel saw several of his visions ; Gar^chemiah 
or Oircefmbm^ on the Euphrates, near where it is joined 
by the Chebar ; Hc^rcm or Ghar^ran^ near the source of 
the Chebar, where Te'rah the father of Abraham died ; 
Ur of the Ghaldees^j near Haran, the birthplace of 
Abraham ; Rehx/hothy on the Tigris. 
B ABYLO^NIA or CHALDE'A SOUTH op MESOPOTAMIA. 

Towns. — Bci/yhn^ the most ancient city in the world, 
founded by Nim'rod, on the Euphrates, in the plain of 
Shi'nar ; Rrech^ on the Euphrates, below Babylon ; 
Gal'nehy on the Tigris, afterwards the celebrated Ctes'- 
iphon ; Adcad^ west of the Tigris. 

ASSYKOA 
Was situated between the Tigris on the West, and 
Me^'dia and Per^sia on the East. 

Towns. — Ntu'eveh^ on the Tigris, founded by Ash^ur, 
to the inhabitants of which the prophet Jonah was sent 
to preach ; B^sen^ on the Tigris, south from Nineveh ; 
GaflaJij still farther south on the Tigris. 

PERSIA OR EOiAM and MEa)IA 
Were situated to the east of Assyria. 

Towns. — Shu'shan or Sufsa^ the capital of Persia, 
on the Ulai, where Dan^'iel had his vision of the Ram 
and He-Goat, and where the events related in the Book 
of Es'ther took place; Ach'meiha^ or EdnOfana^ the 
capital of Media, where was foimd the decree of Cyprus 
for building the house of God at Jerusalem. 
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Was bounded on the North by the Eux'ine Sea ; West 
by the Propon'tis and -^ge'an Sea ; South by the Medi- 
terranean ; and east by the Euphrates and Syria. 

Divisions. — Mys'ta^ Lyd'ia^ and Ga'ria^ in the west ; 
Lycfuij PamphyVia^ Pisictia^ and Oilic'tay in the south ; 
Gappado'cia^ in the east; Fon'tus^ Paphlago'nia^ and 
Btihyn'iay in the north ; and Fhryg'iaj OaUtiay and 
Lyccu/nia^ in the centre. 

Mtsia. — Tro'oB^ on the coast, where St Paul often 
preached, where he planted a church, and had a 
vision in the night of a man of Macedo'nia, who said 
" Come over and help us ;" As^sos^ on the coast, south 
of Troas, where Paul embarked for Jerusalem ; Adramyf-- 
tiurrij on the coast, east of Assos, in a ship belonging to 
which Paul sailed for Italy ; Per'gamos^ in the south. 

Lydia. — Eph'esuSj near the coast, to the Christians of 
which Paul wrote an Epistle ; here also was the famous 
temple of Dia'na; Smy/na^ on the coast, north from 
Ephesus ; Sar'dts and PhiladeVphia^ east from Smyrna ; 
Thyatira^ in the north. 

Caria. — MiUtus^ in the north-west, on the coast, 
where Paul sent for the elders of the church of Ephesus, 
to whom he gave solemn charges ; Gni'dua^ on the south- 
west coast, which Paul passed on his way to Rome. 

Ltcia. — Pa^ara^ in the south, on the coast, at which 
Paul touched on his way from Macedonia to Jerusalem ; 
Mifra^ in the south, on the coast, where Paul embarked 
in a ship of Alexandria for Italy. 

Pamphtlia. — Pe/ga^ where Paul and Bar'nabaa 
preached ; AUaUa^ from which Paul sailed for Antioch. 

PiSlDiA. — An'tiochf where Paul and Barnabas preached 
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till a persecution stirred up by the Jews obliged them to 
leave the place. 

Phrtgia. — Laodictfa^ in the south-west; CdcMfat^ 
near Laodicea, to the inhabitants of which Paul addressed 
an Epistle from Rome ; Hieraj^olwj north of Laodicea. 

Ltcaonia. — Ico'nium^ Der^he^ and Lys'tra^ where 
Paul and Barnabas preached the Gospel. At Lystra, 
Timothy was bom, and Paul and Barnabas healed a man 
who had been lame from his birth ; here they were taken 
for Mer'cury and Ju'piter, and Paul was nearly stoned 
to death. Ephesusj Smyrna, PergamoSy Thyatira, Sardis, 
Philadelphtaj and Laodicea; in these towns were the 
seven churches mentioned in the book of Revelation. 

MACEDO'NIA 
Was situated to the north of Greece. 

Towns. — Neap'olisy on the south-east coast, where 
Paul arrived from the island of Samothra'cia ; Philip'pi, 
north-west of Neapolis, the first place in Europe where 
Paul preached the Gospel. Here he and Silas were mi- 
raculously set free from prison, on which occasion the 
jailer was converted with his whole house : to the in- 
habitants of this city Paul addressed an Epistle. Am- 
phtp'olia and ApolU/nia, through which Paul and Silas 
passed after their deliverance from the prison at Philippi ; 
Thessaloni^ca, on the coast, to the inhabitants of which 
Paul wrote two Epistles : he was obliged to leave this 
city by night, on account of a tumult excited by the 
Jews. Bere^a^ west of Thessalonica, where Paul 
preached with great success ; Nicop'olisy in the south- 
west, where Paul wintered and wrote his Epistle to Titus. 
GREECE. 

Towns. — AtVem, in Af tica, the most celebrated city 
of antiquity for learning and the liberal arts. Here 
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Paul preached and dlspnted with the philosophers ; on 
which occasion, among others, Dionys'ius the Areop'- 
agite, and a woman named Dam'^aris, were converted ; 
(h/inth, in Acha^ia, where Paul planted a church, and 
to the inhabitants of which he wrote two Epistles. 
ITALY. 

Towns. — Rhefgium, on the sonth-west coast, at which 
Paul touched on his voyage to Rome ; Putefoli, on the 
coast, where he spent seven days ; Ap'pii F(/rum and 
Th& Three Taverns^ where the Christians of Rome met 
Paul ; Rome, to the inhabitants of which Paul wrote an 
Epistle; where he lived two years and preached the 
ttospel ; and where he was afterwards beheaded. 
ISLANDS IN THE MEDITERRANEAN SEA. 

Cy'prus. — Salamis, on the east coast, where Paul 
and Barnabas preached ; Pafphos^ on the west coast, where 
Paul converted Ser'gius Pau^us the governor, and struck 
El'ymas the sorcerer with blindness ; Crete (Candia) ; 
FhemXce^ on the south-west coast ; and Lastfa^ on the 
south coast, near the Fair Havens : Titus was the first 
bishop of Crete ; Clau'da, south from Crete ; Mel^ita 
(Malta), south from Sicily, where Paul and his com- 
panions were shipwrecked on their voyage to Rome; 
the natives imagined Paul was a god, because he shook 
a viper off his hand without receiving any hurt from it : 
here he healed the father of Publius, who lay sick of a 
fever; ^Vqily {Sy'/iicuae)^ on the south-east coast, at 
which Paul tarried three days on hfs way to Rome, 
ISLANDS IN THE iEGEAN SEA. 

Co'os and Rhodes, which Paul sailed past on his 
voyage to Jerusalem ; Pat'mos, whither St John was ba- 
nished by Domifian, and where he wrote the Book of Re- 
velation; Sa'mos, north of Patmos; Chi'os, north-west

of Samos; Lbs'bos, north of Chios; Mityle'nb, at 
which Paul touched as he sailed from Corinth to Jeru- 
salem ; Samothra'cia, in the north of the -ffigean Sea.

PROBLEMS ON MAPS. 
I.— To jimd ihA LttiUude of a given place on the Jfap.— Rule.— If the 
given place is situated on a parallel, the end of it on either side will show 
the latitude. If the place is not so situated, measure with the compasses 
the distance between it and the nearest parallel; then place one foot of 
the compasses on the same parallel on either side of the map, and the other 
will point out the latitude nearly.* 

Example.— What is the latitude of Edinbnrghr Ans. 06** North.— What is the 
latitude of Constantinople? Ans. 41* N.— What is the latitude of Fort Jackaonf 
Ans. 84* South.— What la the latitude of York f Ana. 64* N.

If the place is not so situated, lay a line 
or rod oyer the given place, so as to out the same degree at the top and 
bottom of the map,— the degree thus found is the longitucle of the place.*

compasses on the parallel, the other applied to the edge of the rod will 
point out the place required.

THE TERRESTRIAL GLOBE. 

The Terrestrial Globe is an artificial representatioa of the Earth, with 
the various circles for determining the position of places on its surface. 
It revolves upon an axis, and is surrounded by a brass ring called the 
brazen or universal meridian, and is supported in a flat frame which re- 
presents the rational horizon. On the brazen meridian are marked the 
degrees of latitude ; and on the horizon the points of the mariner's eom- 
pass, the months and days of the year, and the signs and degrees of the 
zodiac. The hour-circle, oH which are marked the hours of the day, is 
placed round the north pole. The quadrant of Altitude is a thin slip of 
brass divided from to 90** in one direction, and from to 18* in the 
other.

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P&OB. 3. To find the ditianee hehoeen any two given places.^Bm^— 
Lay the quadrant of altitude oyer the two giyen places,— the zero or 0* 
on the one, then the number oyer the other will show their distance in 
degrees ; multiply this by 69| to bring it to English, or by 69 to bring it 
to geographical miles. When the distance is more than 90°, stretch a 
thread from the one place to the other, and find the number of degrees on 
the equator. 

Ex.— What is the distance between London and Constantinople ? Ans. 821*, or 1300 
Geog. miles. 

Find the distance between London and Yienna, London and Bombay, Paris and St 
Petersburg. 

Prob. 4. Oiven the hour of the day at one place, to find the hour at any 

other place Rule.— Bring the place at which the hour is given to the 

brass meridian, and set the hour-circle to 12, then turn the globe till the 
other place comes to the meridian, and the hours passed over on the circle 
is the difference of time between the two places. If the place is to the 
east of that at which the hour is giyen, add the hours passed oyer, other- 
wise subtract them from the hour at the other place. 

Ex.— When it is ten o'clock in the morning at London, what is the time at St Peters* 
bnrg f Ans. Twelve o 'clock noon. 
When it is noon at London, what is the time at Calcutta ? at Washhigtonf at Pekin f 

at Rome?

Pros. 5. To rectify the globe for the latitude qf any p&tce.— Rule.— 
Elevate the north or south pole, according as the given place is north or 
south of the equator, till its height above the horizon is equal to the lati- 
tude of the place. 

Ex.— Rectify the globe for London and for Hobart ? Ans. I^r London elevate the 
north pole 51** 31' above the horizon ; and for Hobart elevate the south pole 42* S3f 
above the horizon. 

Rectify the globe for Mexico, Pekin, Cape of Oood Hope, Cairo, Quito. 

pROB. 6. To find the sun's place in the ecliptic, and his declination for 
any given day.— Rule — Find the day of the month on the wooden hori- 
zon, against which, in the adjohiing circle of signs, will be found the sign 
and degree in which the sun is for that day : bring the same sign and 
degree of the ecliptic to the brass meridian, and the degree on the meri- 
dian over the sun's place is the declination. 

Ex.— What is the sun's place in the ecliptic, and his declination, on the Sfith De- 
cember ! Ans. Capricorn 4<*, dec 23i* S. 

Find the sun's place in the ecliptic, and his decIfa»tion on the Iffth day of each month 
of the year. 

Prob. 7. (riven a place in the torrid zone, to find on what two days qf 
the year the sun will be vertical /Aere.— Rule.— Find the latitude of the 
place ; turn the globe and observe what two points of the ecliptic pass 
under that latitude ; find these two points in the circle of signs on the 
wooden horizon, and opposite to them are the days required. 

Ex.oOn what two days of the year will the sun be vertical at Bombay 1 Ans. Kay 
lAth and July 28th. 

On what two days of the jmt will the san be vertical at Batavla? at Lima If al 
Mexico r and at Bencoolen ? 
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Pbob. 8. Cfiven the places day ^f the months and hour, to find where the 
tun is ihen vertical, — Kulb. — Find the sun's declination for the giyen 
day ; bring the giyen plaoe to the brass meridian, and set the hour-eirele 
to the given hour ; turn the globe till the index points to 12 noon,* then 
under the degree of the sun's.deolination on the meridian is the place 
which has the sun yertical at the given hour, and all the other places 
under the meridian have noon.

Find the Antceci, Perioed, and Antipodes to the people of Paris, Constantinople, 
Rome, Buenos Ayres, London, and Pekin. 

* If the tfane given is before noon, turn the globe westward to IS, otherwise torn it 
eastward. 

i AfUaei, are those who live in the same d^iree of longitude, and in the same degree 
of latitude, but on opposite sides of the equator. 

Peritfci, are those who live hi the same latitude, but differ 180* hi longitnde. 

Antipodes, are those who live diametrically opposite to each other, and oonsequeot^ 
walk HMt to feet.
